Answer; You know the baby must 
be weaned so it is useless to say you 
can't wean him. Nursing should end 
at nine months, in many cases much 
sooner, and the longer the baby is 
nursed the more inclined he is to de- 
mand to be nursed instead of bottle 
fed, and the more likely he is to be 
wakeful and fail to teethe—all indi- 
vations of the under-nourishment of 
prolonged TArRnE and the tenacity 
with which he is holding to the habit, 

‘The reason he wakes so often at 
night is entirely the result of his poor 
diet, an@ you cannot expect that his 
night habits will improve until you 
improve his diet. He now should be 
on milk feedings eutirely, four meals 
only in daytime, with orange juice, 
well-cooked cereals, cod liver oil, and 
vegetable soup or strained vegetables 
constituting the remainder of the 
diet. (Our feeding leaflet covers this 
subject in such, detail that I always 
ask mothers to send me a self-ad~ 
dressed and stensped envelope so that 
-I may send it to them.) 

If the boy refuses to accept a bot 
tle or cup from you, let some one else 
offer him these feedings, and you stay 
out of sight until he has become thor~ 
oughly accustomed to the change. As 
he is older than the usual baby who 
is weaned, his first bottle feedings 
may be stronger. The steps suggest- 
ed in the leaflet can thus be passed 
over twice as rapidly as with a baby 
two or three months younger,

LARGE TRACT

Father McDonnell and Pre- | 
mier S. F. Tolmie Now | 
in Parley 


The establishment of a colony in the 
Peace River block or on lands adjacent 
lo this block, similar to the Clandon- 
ald settlement in the Vermilion dis- 
trict, may be the outcome of a confer- 
ence between Premier 8. F, Tolmie, of 
British Columbia, and Father Andrew 
McDonnell, M.C,, managing director of 
the Scottish Immigrant Aid society, it 
was announced by Father McDonell on 
his return from a visit to Victoria, 

While no plans have been formu} 
lated, and no action will be taken until 
the report of the possibilities of the 
selUement of this territory has been 
{led with the British Columbia pre- 
mier, it Is understood that the scheme 
for the settlement of a number of 
British familics in this district will be 
carried out next year 

“There ts no difficulty in getting 
families in Great Britain for migration 
to Canada, and families of the right 
type that have had experience on 
farms,” stated Father McDonnell, “and 
the opening up of this large track of 
land in the north should afford won- 
derful opportunities for British settie- 
ment.” 

The Clandonald settlement which 
has been in operation for several years 
1s one of the most successful coloniza- 
tlon ventures operating in Canada 
Over 200 families have been brouglit 
from Great Britain and settled on 
farms, and with few excentions all 
settlers are proving successful, 

While no statement would be made 
oy Father McDonnell it is understood 
that at least 150 families will be set- 


ded in the Peace River block area if 
the scheme is undertaken,

Involving an expenditure of $60,000 
4 sewer system extension to serve Jas- 
ber Place, Weatgrove, Capital Hill and 
new Glenora subdivisions probably 
Will start in November, Commissioner 
David Mitchell announced Thursday.

said Major Ommaney," when one 
walks for miles and miles over an area 
under which the sands extend.”

tion of the extent of the deposits; they 
had to be seen, and he was glad to 
have had the opportunity to view 
them, having just returned from a 
Visit to the locality, “They have got 
to be used,” emphasized the speaker,

rks In respect to their utiliga- 
tion he was glad to see the unification 
of the research work that was now 
taking place under the direction of 
Charles Camsell, deputy minister of 
mines, Dr, H. M. Tory and Dr. R, ©

lowed an address by Dr, Clarke of the

He 
related the results achieved by the use 
of the separation plant now operated 
at the Dunvegan yard, on the St. Al- 
bert trail, A plant is now being erect- 
}ed at a site close to the Federal De- 
| partment of Mines quarry on the 
Clearwater river, about a mile below 
Waterways, It is somewhat improved 
in design over the Dunvegan plant 
and will be ready for the 1930 season, 
having a capacity of about three tons 
{of Bituminous sands per hour, Hot 
water is the main agent used in the 
| Separation process, together with a 
three per cent solution df silicate of 
soda, The results had been satisfact- 
ory, the sund tailings being uniformly 
clean, less than one per cent of bitu- 
men being left, ‘There was, however. 
a high water content in the separated 
bitumen. It differed widely, but was 
always high, 

Turner Valley 

Tt takes six to 18 months to drill 
# Well in the Turner Valley and there 
is an average time of one year for the 
67 wells in the Valley, said G. R 
Elliott, petroleum engineer, of the 
Department of the Interior, Calgary, 
who spoke upon the relative speeds of 
drilling in the Valley. To drillers it
